THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Dublin  qualified  to 
vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Town  on  Tuesday,  March  8th,  1955  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, (polls  will  be  open  from  9  a.  m.  until  5  p.  m.)  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  bring  in  your  ballots  for  Town  Clerk,  Town  Treasurer, 
Selectman  for  three  years,  Road  Agent,  Tax  Collector,  Water 
Commissioner,  Library  Trustee,  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  and 
member  of  Cemetery  Committee. 

2.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents  and  Com- 
mittees for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  hear  reports  of  Agents,  Officers,  Auditor  and  Com- 
mittees heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

4.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be 
necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  for 
any  other  purposes  mentioned  in  the  budget. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for 
Town  Road  Aid. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  further  improve  the  cemetery  or  take  any  action 
relating  thereto. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate to  add  to  the  capital  reserve  fund. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  rebuild  and  tar  a  section  of  the  south  side  lake  road 
or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 


9.To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  certain  trust  funds  for  care 
of  cemetery  lots  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate to  be  expended  on  the  road  leading  from  the  old  Harris- 
ville  Road  to  route  No.  101  or  take  any  action  relating  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  ad- 
minister and  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  tax  deed. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

Abstract  of  Business  Transacted  at 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  Held  March  9,  1954 


Article  1.  Officers  elected:  Town  Clerk,  Charles  R.  Thomas; 
Town  Treasurer,  Glen  H.  Scribner;  Selectman  for  two  years, 
Vernon  E.Walker;  Selectman  for  three  years,  Robb  Sagendorph; 
Tax  Collector,  Belle  F.  Gowing;  Highway  Agent,  Warren  H. 
Plimpton;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  Philip  McLellan;  Library 
Trustee,  Frederika  James;  Water  Commissioner,  Andrew 
Rajaniemi;  Cemetery  Committee  for  three  years,  William  G. 
North. 

Article  2.  Committees  chosen  by  acclamation:  Memorial 
Day  Committee,  Albert  Rajaniemi,  Donald  Jacobs,  Ralph 
Worcester.  Measurers  of  Wood  and  Bark,  Arthur  Worcester, 
Paul  Burnham,  John  A.  Grau. 

Article  3.  Town  Officers'  Reports  accepted  and  adopted  as 
printed.  State  Auditors'  report  accepted  and  the  following  was 
made  and  passed ;  Moved  to  rescind  the  vote  of  the  town  under 
article  7  of  the  1953  warrant  and  to  discontinue  hiring  of  the 
State  Auditors  for  the  annual  audit  and  to  instruct  the  select- 
men to  hire  a  certified  public  accountant  to  audit  the  town 
records  annually. 

Article  4.  Moved  that  the  budget  as  printed  be  adopted  with 
the  following  changes;  Town  Officers'  Expenses  raised  to  $2,000; 
Street  Light  raised  to  $2,200;  Regional  Association  raised  to 
$228.00.  The  sums  mentioned  in  the  budget  as  amended  were 
raised  and  appropriated. 

Article  5.  Motion  made  and  passed  that  the  selectmen  be 
instructed  to  apply  for  Town  Road  Aid. 

Article  6.  The  sum  of  $500.00  was  raised  and  appropriated  to 
improve  the  cemetery. 

Article  7.  Motion  passed  that  the  town  establish  a  capital 
reserve  fund  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00, 
said  fund  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  repairing 
highway  equipment. 

Article  8.  The  selectmen  were  authorized  to  sell  part  of  the 
playground  land  to  Lawrence  Gilman  in  exchange  for  a  piece 
of  the  Gilman  land  as  described  in  the  written  motion. 

Article  9.  Motion  passed  that  the  sum  of  $2,000.  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  an  emergency  fund,  said  sum  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  selectmen  on  a  certain  highway  in  the  Town  of 
Dublin  now  under  court  order  at  such  time  as  the  selectmen 
deem  necessary. 


Article  10.  The  selectmen  were  authorized  to  administer  and 
dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  tax  collector's  deed. 

Article  11.  The  selectmen  were  authorized  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  12.  The  sum  of  $5,500.  was  raised  and  appropriated 
for  widening,  blacktopping  and  otherwise  finishing  the  uncom- 
pleted portion  of  the  Old  Harrisville  Road  between  the  Harris- 
ville  line  and  the  place  where  the  blacktop  begins  between  the 
Sagendorph  and  Sterling  places.

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REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  AGENT 

The  following  unit  cost  charts  are  approximate  figures  as  each 
unit  overlaps  the  other  at  times.  They  are  as  accurate  as  is 
practical  in  giving  you  the  general  break-down  of  the  highway 
funds. 

In  addition  to  the  general  maintenance  as  shown  by  the 
charts,  we  constructed  (widened,  graded,  and  tarred)  2500 
linear  feet  with  Old  Harrisville  Road  or  No.  83.  Also  we  con- 
structed 2400  feet  with  Town  Road  Aid  Funds  on  the  East 
View  Road  or  No.  81  and  completed  the  Town  Road  Aid  pro- 
ject of  last  year  on  the  Monument  Road  or  No.  82. 

We  began  repairs  or  construction  on  the  Meryman  Road  or 
No.  84  several  times  but  were  prevented  from  completing  any 
kind  of  repair  or  construction. 

We  relaid  several  culverts  and  installed  two  new  ones.  We 
purchased  a  power  brush  saw  and  cut  brush  on  more  miles  of 
road  than  we  have  ever  been  able  to  cut  before.  We  used  the 
saw  about  eight  days. 

Calcium  Chloride  was  applied  throughout  the  town,  con- 
tinuously on  some  roads  with  the  spot-treatment  on  others. 

All  tar  roads  were  tarred  except  the  Jaff rey  Road  which 
should  be  tarred  this  coming  year.  I  recommend  that  this  road 
be  rebuilt  from  the  Route  No.  101  to  the  MacVeagh  Corner. 
This  road  was  not  constructed  for  present  day  traffic. 

We  have  several  culverts  to  relay  and  three  to  replace.  We 
have  several  places  washed  away  by  hurricane  that  will  have 
to  be  regraveled  this  coming  year. 

(*)  In  the  unit  cost  of  the  following  summary,  "Repairs  and 
Service"  covers  greasing,  washing  and  cleaning,  painting  tools 
and  equipment,  welding  and  repairing  or  replacing  parts  and 
practicing  preventive  maintenance  to  equipment.  The  "Sup- 
plies" item  includes  salt,  chloride,  bridge  plank,  post,  plow  and 
grader  blades,  bolts,  nuts,  paint,  grease,  tires,  gasoline,  oil,  etc. 
"Miscellaneous"  covers  man,  truck,  equipment,  labor  for  citi- 
zens and  other  departments  of  the  town,  state  and  neighboring 
towns.  It  also  includes  keeping  the  area  around  the  highway 
buildings  cleaned  up,  cleaning  off  the  top  of  sand  and  gravel 
banks,  etc.

REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

During  the  years  1953-'54,  54  cemetery  deeds  of  lots  were 
issued  and  paid  for,  yielding  the  sum  of  $395.  One  additional 
lot  has  been  engaged  at  $50.  a  total  of  $445.  for  the  sale  of  lots. 

Aluminum  corner  and  center  lot  markers  cost  $237.35.  The 
credit  balance  has  been  applied  to  the  town's  General  Fund — 
not  to  the  cemetery  account. 

Your  Trustees  recommend  that  provisions  be  made  this  year 
for  completing  the  fill  at  the  west  end  of  the  cemetery,  and  that 
the  annual  appropriation  be  increased  by  $200.  for  the  purpose 
of  repairing,  resetting  broken  and  fallen  gravestones,  for 
straightening  others,  and  for  cutting  the  grass  and  keeping  in 
order  last  year's  newly  filled  section. 
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There  is  considerable  travel  on  the  old  road  north  of  the 
cemetery  during  the  summer.  Removal  of  the  unsightly,  un- 
used icehouses,  decayed  and  falling,  would  add  to  the  attractive- 
ness of  the  drive  and  improve  the  appearance  of  the  east  end 
of  the  cemetery.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  THE  CEMETERY 

All  four  cemetery  gates  were  painted  during  the  summer  and 
two  coats  of  white  paint  were  applied  to  the  hearse  house.  New 
planks  were  provided  for  burial  purposes. 

A  four-cycle  rotary  mower  was  purchased  for  use  in  the  rough- 
er sections  of  the  cemetery,  and  a  two-cycle  mower  was  secured 
for  close  cutting  on  the  smoother  ground.  The  use  of  these 
efficient  machines  made  possible,  for  the  first  time,  machine 
cutting  of  the  entire  cemetery.  Much  of  the  older  part  of  the 
area  is  covered  with  low  growing  blueberry  bushes.  These  were 
readily  mowed  with  the  machine  and  their  removal  greatly 
improves  the  appearance  of  the  sections  where  they  grew. 

One  old  decaying  maple,  of  considerable  size,  was  taken  down 
and  removed.  Some  broken  gravestones  should  be  repaired  and 
a  great  many  leaning  stones  ought  to  be  straightened.  But  one 
new  Perpetual  Care  fund  was  received  during  the  year.  Several 
burial  lots  were  engaged. 

Morris  Edmundson,  one  time  resident  of  this  town,  died  last 
summer  in  Milton,  Mass. 

Miss  Minnie  Page,  91,  died  on  July  24th;  had  she  lived  two 
more  days  Miss  Page  would  have  reached  the  age  of  92.  Burial 
was  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  Keene. 

The  combined  ages  of  four  former  Dublin  residents  whose 
deaths  were  recorded  elsewhere  during  1954,  total  361  years. 
Dr.  James  R.  Piper,  dentist,  died  in  Massachusetts,  aged  90 
years.  Mrs.  Kate  Adams  Townsend,  of  Jaffrey,  was  90.  Each 
was  born  in  1864,  and  the  two  were  schoolmates  in  old  District 
No.  1,  Dublin.  Mrs.  Jane  Moore,  died  in  Concord,  aged  90. 
The  death  of  Miss  Addie  M.  Beal,  91,  occurred  in  Marlboro. 
Each  was  born  in  1863.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  TRUST  FUNDS 

Your  Trustees  are  pleased  to  report  that  Dublin's  Trust 
Funds  increased  in  value  during  1954.  The  total  market  value 
of  your  Trusts  stood  at  $33,578.40  on  January  2,  1954;  by  De- 
cember 31,  1954  this  market  value  had  increased  more  than 
20%  to  $40,513.38. 

During  the  year  your  Trustees  voted  unanimously  to  co- 
mingle  all  trusts,  taking  advantage  of  the  recently  passed 
legislation  which  permits  Town  Trustees  to  form  Common 
Trust  Funds.  By  this  method  all  Trusts,  large  and  small,  will 
share  on  a  proportionate  basis  the  earnings  which  may  be 
achieved  from  a  well  diversified  list  of  securities.  Shares  of  the 
Common  Trust  were  credited  to  each  Trust  in  proportion  to 
its  market  value  on  January  2,  1954. 

Your  Trustees  voted  unanimously  to  form  this  Common  Trust 
Fund  to  improve  the  investment  performance  of  each  Trust  and 
to  reduce  the  investment  risks.  Your  Trustees  believe  these 
risks  are  threefold: 

A.  Loss  of  principal 

B.  Loss  of  income 

C.  Loss  of  purchasing  power  through  inflation. 

Your  Trustees  further  believe  that  a  satisfactory  investment 
performance  requires: 

A.  A  well  diversified  list  of  investments 

B.  Maximum  possible  protection  of  principal  and  income  in 
times  of  business  reversals. 

C.  Maximum  possible  increase  of  principal  and  income  in 
periods  of  inflation  to  maintain  purchasing  power  of  each 
Trust. 

A  lack  of  investment  balance  in  the  Town's  Trust  Funds  as  of 
January  1,  1954  is  easily  demonstrated:

These  figures  are  in  no  way  a  criticism  of  your  Trustees  of 
past  years.  Such  a  lack  of  investment  balance  is  nearly  un- 
avoidable without  co-mingling  Trust  Funds.  Therefore  with  the 
passage  of  the  Common  Trust  Fund  Law  by  the  State  Legisla- 
ture, a  means  came  of  safe  guarding  your  Trusts.  Because 
safety  of  principal  stands  as  the  primary  objective  of  all  Trust- 
ees, your  Trustees  would  have  been  negligent  in  their  duty  had 
they  failed  to  take  action. 

This  past  year  saw  no  sales  or  purchases  of  securities  within 
the  Trust  due  to  the  problems  experienced  in  setting  up  the 
new  bookeeping  system. 
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This  is  to  certify  that  the  information  contained  in  this  report 
is  correct  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Some  statistics  about  your  library  which  are  of  interest. 

Your  library  acquired  through  town  purchase  and  by  gift, 
one  hundred  and  forty-four  new  books  last  year.  Of  these,  fifty- 
three  were  children's  books. 

Your  library  has  on  its  shelves  8,465  volumes.  Of  these  3,734 
are  adult  fiction,  1,156  biography,  reference,  philosophy, 
religion,  science,  fine  arts  1505,  travel  425,  history  692,  and  953 
juvenile  books. 

There  were  628  visits  made  by  borrowers  to  the  library  last 
year.  These  people  borrowed  236  non-fiction  books,  210 
juvenile  books,  106  magazines,  and  661  novels.  You  will  notice 
the  figure  on  children's  books  as  being  extremely  small.  The 
State  library  Bookmobile  goes  directly  to  our  public  school,  thus 
competing  with  our  library.  We  borrowed  twenty-five  books 
from  the  State  Library  in  Concord  for  adults. 

Mrs.  Sterling  made  it  possible  with  her  gift  of  money  to  buy 
fifteen  Landmark  books  for  children,  as  well  as  a  subscription  to 
the  N.  Y.  Herald  Tribune  weekly  book  review. 

Mr.  Grenville  Clark  gave  a  copy  of  Mr.  Clark's  and  Mr. 
Sohn's  "Peace  Through  Disarmament  and  Charter  Revision." 

Dr.  Fred  S.  Piper  gave  as  his  annual  gift  to  the  library,  in 
memory  of  his  father,  "The  Abingdon  Bible  Commentary." 

Dr.  George  Stewart,  author  of  "These  Men  My  Friends" 
presented  a  copy  to  the  library. 

Other  donors  of  books  were  Miss  Troup,  Mrs.  Kennelly, 
Mrs.  Whittemore,  Mrs.  Shonk,  Mrs.  Schoeff,  Mrs.  W.  R. 
Brown,  and  Mrs.  Warren. 

The  library  hours  were  changed  November  1,  1954  to  2:30  to 
5  o'clock  on  Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and  Saturdays. 

There  is  an  enormous  variety  of  information  and  good  read- 
ing in  your  small,  but  well  appointed  library.  It  is  there  to 
serve  you,  and  the  trustees  and  librarian  extend  to  you  an 
invitation  to  suggest  ideas,  books,  and  services  which  you  wish 
to  have  in  your  library.  Your  library  is  a  "treasure  for  the 
taking."

Gentlemen: 

We  have  examined  the  balance  sheet  of  the  Town  of  Dublin, 
New  Hampshire,  as  of  December  31, 1954,  and  the  related  state- 
ments of  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  then  ended.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances  with  the  exceptions 
as  noted  below. 

SCOPE  OF  THE  EXAMINATION 

We  accepted  all  balances  shown  by  the  books  and  records  at 
December  31,  1953  without  verification. 

Explanatory  comments  on  the  major  balance  sheet  items 
follows: 

Cash  on  hand  and  in  bank — Treasurer — $22,253.47.  Cash 
in  bank  was  reconciled  with  the  Treasurer's  books  and  the  bal- 
ance per  bank  statement  was  confirmed  by  corresponding 
directly  with  the  depository. 

Due  from  State  of  New  Hampshire — $80.75.  This  represents 
the  amount  due  to  the  Town  by  the  State  for  bounties  paid. 

Taxes  Receivable — $6,638.50.  The  uncollected  taxes  agreed 
with  the  collector's  detail  listing.  Approximately  90%  of  the 
outstanding  taxes  was  verified  by  corresponding  directly  with 
the  taxpayer. 

Highway  department  accounts  receivable — $93.80.   This 

amount  is  due  to  the  Town  by  various  persons  for  work  done  by 
the  highway  department. 

Capital  Reserve  Fund — $1,000.00.  This  amount  was  remitted 
to  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  and  deposited  in  a  savings 
account. 

Due  to  school  department — $17,287.74.  The  balance  due 
the  school  department  was  computed  as  follows: 
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Owed  to  school  department  Dec.  31,  1953  $18,942  13

Revenues  and  Appropriations. 

The  rece'pts  as  shown  by  the  records  were  verified  from  the 
remitter  in  so  far  as  practicable.  The  total  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements as  reflected  in  the  Selectmen's  books  agreed  with 
those  recorded  in  the  Treasurer's  books.  An  inspection  of 
vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  indicated  that  the  disburse- 
ments were  supported  by  invoices  or  other  documents  and  were 
being  properly  recorded. 

Trust  Funds 

As  of  Januaiy  1,  1954  the  assets  of  the  various  trusts  in  the 
custody  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  were  co-mingled  into  a 
common  fund.  These  assets  were  recorded  at  the  market  value 
as  of  that  date.  A  proportionate  share  of  these  assets  was  as- 
signed to  each  of  the  Trust  Funds.  Each  fund,  therefore, 
participates  in  the  increase  or  decrease  in  assets,  and  distribu- 
tion of  income  in  accordance  with  the  number  of  shares  as- 
signed to  that  particular  fund. 

Balances  in  savings  accounts  and  the  checking  account  were 
confirmed  by  direct  correspondence  with  the  depository.  Securi- 
ties on  hand  were  inspected  by  us. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  recorded  purchases  or  sales  of 
the  investments  in  the  common  fund.  Various  savings  accounts 
(57)  of  the  Cemetery  Funds  were  consolidated  into  a  single 
savings  account. 

The  Trustees  made  a  distribution  of  income  of  the  common 
fund  totaling  $1,242.42  to  the  various  funds  on  a  basis  of  $.37 
per  share.  Capital  gains  dividends  received  from  Incorporated 
Investors  was  distributed  to  the  principal  of  the  several  funds 
on  a  per  share  basis. 

During  the  course  of  our  examination,  68  shares  of  Incor- 
porated Investors  were  located  and  turned  over  to  the  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds.  Since  the  existence  of  these  shares  was  appar- 
ently unknown  when  the  common  fund  was  established,  the 
va  ue  of  these  shares  does  not  show  in  the  records  of  the  Trustees 
nor  in  the  Exhibits  of  this  report.  However,  the  income  re- 
ceived from  these  shares  is  included  in  the  income  shown  in 
Exhibit  K. 
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Disbursements  from  the  Cemetery  Funds  ($576.57)  were 
made  for  the  care  of  the  cemetery  and  for  cemetery  equipment. 
The  checking  account  was  charged  with  the  cost  of  printing  a 
check  book  ($3.00)  and  a  bank  service  charge  ($.45).

March  9,  1954 
Before  the  meeting,  the  following  ballot  clerks  were  sworn  in 
by  the  Moderator:  Anabelle  Dupree,  Bernice  Hyman,  Winnie 
Leonard  and  Norman  B.  Wight. 

The  Moderator,  Katharine  Jackson,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  9:10  A.  M.  After  the  Ballot  Clerks  checked  the  num- 
ber of  ballots,  the  balloting  for  school  district  officers,  under  the 
official  non-partisan  ballot  system,  began.

An  amendment  was  made  and  seconded  to  add  $50  to  the 
salary  of  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Board;  this  additional 
salary  to  be  used  solely  to  compensate  the  Chairman  for  main- 
taining the  financial  records  of  the  Dublin  School  District.  This 
amendment  shall  remain  in  effect  until  such  time  as  the  vote  is 
rescinded  by  the  district.  The  motion  with  amendment  was 
voted  upon  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  7  of  the  Warrant  was  read.  All  agents,  auditors,  com- 
mittees and  officers'  reports  were  accepted. 

Article  8  of  the  Warrant  was  read.  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  to  continue  indefinitely  the  committee  to  send  pupils 
to  the  Keene  Junior  and  High  Schools.  Voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Article  9  of  the  Warrant  was  read.  A  motion  was  made  and 
seconded  that  the  school  district  raise  and  appropriate  $39,- 
639.61  and  to  authorize  and  direct  the  School  Board  to  apply 
against  said  appropriation  such  income  as  is  estimated  by  the 
School  Board  exclusive  of  state  aid,  and,  upon  the  determina- 
tion of  the  amount  of  state  aid  to  be  received  by  the  school 
district  during  the  next  fiscal  year,  to  authorize  and  direct  the 
School  Board  to  apply  against  such  appropriation  the  sum  to 
be  received  from  state  aid  and  with  the  School  District  Clerk 
certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  as  an  assessment  to  be 
raised  by  the  town  for  school  purposes.  Voted  in  the  affirma- 
tive. 

Article  10  of  the  Warrant  was  read.  The  letter  of  Keene 
Study  Committee— Edric  A.  Weld,  Ruth  N.  Wight  and  Albert 
Rajaniemi — was  read  and  accepted.  The  Article  was  in- 
definitely postponed. 

Article  11  was  read.    The  article  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

A  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  School  Board  be 
instructed  to  discuss  with  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and 
to  take  whatever  action  seems  advisable  to  bring  about,  a 
division  of  the  present  school  supervisory  union,  so  that  the 
resulting  union,  of  which  Dublin  is  a  part,  can  be  effectively 
and  efficiently  cared  for  by  a  superintendent.  Voted  in  the 
affirmative. 

The  moderator  called  for  any  further  business.  Since  there 
was  none,  the  meeting  was  recessed  until  results  of  the  ballot- 
ing could  be  announced.  The  results  of  the  balloting  were  as 
follows:  for  Moderator,  Katharine  Jackson;  for  Clerk,  David 
R.  Elder;  for  Treasurer,  Glen  H.  Scribner;  for  School  Board 
member  for  three  years,  Millicent  B.  Whitney;  for  School 
Board  member  for  two  years,  Vivian  Walsh;  for  Auditors, 
Isabel  Clukay  and  Ethel  Adams. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Moderator  adjourned 
the  School  District  meeting  at  6:05  P.  M.

He 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Museum  School  of  Art  and  Tufts  College 
and  teaches  art  in  all  grades. 

B.  Program  and  Methods 

Recognizing  the  many  problems  attendant  upon  teaching  two 
grades  in  one  room,  the  local  school  board  and  administrative 
officials  of  the  Union  have  amply  provided  teachers  with  work- 
books and  other  teaching  aids  in  all  major  subjects.  In  science, 
grades  7  and  8,  a  new  textbook  was  adopted,  entitled  "Our 
Environment,"  by  Smith,  Carpenter  and  Wood,  published  by 
Allyn  &  Bacon.  Also,  in  8th  grade  social  studies,  a  new  text- 
book was  substituted  for  the  one  used  for  the  last  six  or  seven 
years.  It  was  written  by  Wilder,  Ludlum  and  Brown  (Hough- 
ton &  Mifflin)  and  is  called  "This  Is  America's  Story."  It  is  a 
simpler  version  of  the  previous  textbook  written  and  published 
by  the  same  people. 

An  all-school  assembly  was  held  commemorating  Veterans' 
Day,  November  11.  Pupils  of  all  grades  participated  in  the 
musical  portion  of  the  program,  and  Rev.  Lyman  V.  Rutledge 
brought  a  brief  and  appropriate  message. 

The  Christmas  program  was  held  at  the  school  on  December 
16,  7:30  P.  M.,  and  the  school  auditorium  was  filled  to  over- 
flowing. Again  this  year,  it  followed  the  traditional  plan  in 
Dublin,  and  was  a  project  of  genuine  cooperation  between 
school  and  community.  The  tree,  Santa,  and  gifts  for  all  chil- 
dren of  the  town  of  Dublin  from  babyhood  to  8th  grade,  were 
arranged  for  and  wrapped  by  the  School  Board.  The  presents 
for  all  children  were  paid  for  by  a  Mrs.  Sterling,  summer  resi- 
dent, who  has  done  it  for  many  years.  The  Christmas  story,  in 
words  and  carols,  was  presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  School. 
The  8th  grade  carried  the  heavy  speaking  parts,  assisted  by  the 
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choir  made  up  of  all  5th,  6th  and  7th  graders.  However  the 
program  was  amply  supplemented  and  beautifully  enriched 
with  songs  and  pageantry  by  pupils  in  the  first  four  grades.  Mr. 
Robert  C.  Prince,  music  supervisor,  assisted  all  teachers  in  the 
training  and  presentation  phases  of  the  program.  The  Christ- 
mas program  was  well  received  by  all  attending. 

Supplementing  the  physical  education  program  of  the  D.  C. 
S.,  an  effort  is  being  made  to  schedule  a  few  interscholastic 
athletic  contests  in  season.  Currently,  basketball  for  both 
girls  and  boys  is  being  emphasized.  Coaching  the  girls,  as  she 
has  done  for  the  past  three  years,  is  Mrs.  Norma  Verhey.  Mr. 
Robert  Mallat,  husband  of  Mrs.  Norma  Mallat,  our  primary 
teacher,  is  coaching  the  boys.  Mr.  Mallat  is  a  veteran  and  is 
currently  enrolled  in  teacher  training  at  K.  T.  C.  His  work  is 
keenly  appreciated  by  the  boys,  and  the  faculty. 

Mrs.  Edmund  Crossley  is  director  of  the  hot  lunch  program 
at  the  School.  All  meals  are  characterized  by  variety,  good 
taste,  and  generous  servings.  An  average  of  71  meals  are  served 
daily.

1.  The  Basement  walls  and  ceilings  have  been  painted  and 
repairs  made  in  walls  and  ceiling  where  necessary.

3.  A  ceiling  was  constructed  for  the  nurse's  room. 

4.  In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  school  district  a  perma- 
nent file  was  set  up  for  the  old  School  District  records  which 
were  collected  and  placed  in  the  file. 

5.  An  Emergency  Light  was  installed  in  the  auditorium  in 
order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

6.  The  Stage  curtains  were  repaired  and  fire-proofed.

Insurance  coverage  remains  the  same  as  last  year;  $80,000 
on  the  building  and  $7,998  on  the  contents.

B.  Defects,  which  were  very  few,  found  by  the  medical  in- 
spector were  reported  by  the  school  nurse  in  the  following  ways : 

1.  Notices  to  parents 

2.  Phone  calls  to  parents 

3.  Personal  interviews 

4.  Visits  to  homes  of  parents 

C.  Exclusions  from  school  of  children  having  symptoms  of 
any  contagious  disease,  or  other  diseases,  were  made  by  the 
medical  inspector  or  school  nurse  in  compliance  with  the  regula- 
tions of  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

D.  Students  at  school  have  been  weighed  once  so  far  to  date. 

E.  Vision  tests  of  the  students  have  been  made  by  the  school 
nurse.  Hearing  tests  to  approximately  half  of  the  student  body 
have  thus  far  been  given. 

F.  Health  records  have  been  made  and  are  on  file  at  the  school. 
To  date  the  physical  growth  of  each  child  has  been  made.  The 
disease  census  is  also  available. 

G.  First  aid  equipment  is  at  the  school  and  the  school  nurse 
is  available  for  any  emergencies.  Wednesday  of  each  week  has 
been  set  as  the  day  the  school  nurse  appears  for  her  duties  un- 
less otherwise  contacted.

B.  HELPING  TEACHER'S  REPORT 

WHO 

is  your  helping  teacher  and  what  does  he  do?  This  is  a  natural 
question  which  is  ably  answered  in  the  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 
Relating  to  Public  Schools.   It  can  be  paraphrased  as  follows: 

The  helping  teacher.  .  .  is  defined  as  a  teacher  with  specific 
training  and  experience  which  will  enable  her  or  him  to: 

1.  Give  helpful  advice,  counsel,  and  assistance  to  teach- 
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ers,  pupils  and  parents  of  a  school  system  as  a  constructive 
means  of  improving  the  educational  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  children. 

2.  Help  solve  pupil  problems  of  retardation  and  malad- 
justment. 

3.  Adapt  the  program  of  studies  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
children  and  the  community. 

4.  Bring  resources  outside  of  the  school  to  classroom 
teachers,  pupils  and  parents  and  community. 

5.  Act  as  a  consultant  to  the  entire  staff  and  community  in 
recognition  of  the  educational  needs. 

WHAT  .  .  . 

are  some  of  the  things  the  helping  teacher  has  been  doing 
since  July  of  tjhis  year? 

a.  Contacting,  interviewing  and  recommending  many  of  the 
29  new  teachers,  principals,  supervisors  and  nurses  in  the  Super- 
visory Union  (42  interviewed.) 

b.  Developing  a  Handbook  of  rules  and  regulations  for  all 
teachers  and  principals  in  the  Supervisory  Union. 

c.  Preparing  a  Bulletin  for  new  teachers  and  monthly  news- 
letters for  all  teachers  offering  suggestions  for  the  improvement 
of  instruction  and  public  relations. 

d.  Working  with  press  representatives  and  school  principals 
in  the  attempt  to  get  better  and  more  schools  news  in  the  paper. 

e.  Working  directly  with  teachers  in  the  rooms  (240  visits.) 
This  includes: 

1.  Supervision. 

2.  Bringing  in  instructional  materials. 

3.  Helping  with  problems. 

f.  Working  with  principals  and  groups  of  teachers  to  discuss 
the  improvement  of  courses  of  study  and  instruction. 

g.  Working  with  teachers  who  had  specific  problems  in  the 
classroom. 

h.  Demonstration  teaching. 

i.  Working  with  teachers  in  helping  to  determine  those 
children  who  have  reading  difficulties. 

j.  Working  with  the  guidance  directors  to  help  establish  a 
uniform  and  worthwhile  testing  system  in  our  schools. 

k.  Working  with  child  welfare — individual  conferences  with 
parents,  children  and  teachers. 

1.  Attended  Conferences  on  Remedial  Reading. 

m.  Worked  on  planning  color  schemes  and  floor  tiles  in  three 
towns  of  the  supervisory  union  where  new  construction  or  re- 
modeling went  on. 

n.  Attended  School  Board  Meetings. 

o.  Participated  in  P.  T.  A.  discussion  groups. 

p.  Participated  in  Supervisory  Union  Teachers  Association 
in  the  capacity  of  President. 
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q.  Worked  with  Committee  of  Specialists  in  examining  chil- 
dren under  the  required  age  for  school  entrance. 

What  are  some  of  the  things  observed  .  .  . 

1.  In  general  there  seems  to  be  a  splendid  professional  atti- 
tude on  the  part  of  principals  and  teachers  to  do  the  best  pos- 
sible job  with  the  resources  they  have  to  work  with.  Many 
principals  and  teachers  are  spending  long  hours  evaluating 
what  is  being  done  and  trying  to  improve  it.  Many  teachers 
are  taking  courses  to  gain  a  better  understanding  and  to  broad- 
en their  concepts  of  teaching. 

2.  There  are  some  problems  which  seem  to  have  no  special 
answer  at  the  present  time.   They  are  as  follows: 

a.  The  retarded  child :  There  are  46  children  in  the  Super- 
visory Union  who  could  be  classified  as  retarded.  These  chil- 
dren should  be  in  special  classes  with  a  teacher  especially  trained 
to  teach  them  things  which  will  help  them  to  become  more 
useful  citizens.  There  is  no  real  provision  made  for  these  chil- 
dren now  and  I  certainly  recommend  that  a  study  be  made  to 
determine  what  can  be  done  to  help  these  children. 

b.  Approximately  10%  of  the  children  in  our  schools  have 
what  is  termed  Specific  Reading  Disability.  These  children 
cannot  learn  to  read  by  the  ordinary  methods  of  reading  in- 
struction. It  is  not  because  they  are  unintelligent  but  because 
they  do  not  have  the  necessary  ability  to  learn  by  normal 
methods  of  instruction.  These  children  are  very  often  very 
intelligent  children.  They  need  special  individual  help  in  learn- 
ing to  read.  If  these  children  are  to  develop  properly,  they  are 
going  to  have  to  learn  to  read  properly.  Some  consideration 
should  be  given  to  providing  a  person  specifically  trained  to 
work  directly  with  the  children  in  this  group.  I  would  recom- 
mend, because  of  the  seriousness  of  this  problem,  that  some 
action  be  taken  to  provide  a  person  qualified  to  do  this  work  in 
the  different  towns  of  the  Supervisory  Union. 

There  are  at  least  62  known  cases  in  the  Supervisory  Union 
of  children  with  average  and  above  average  intelligence  who  are 
reading  at  approximately  two  years  below  grade  level.  I  be- 
lieve more  will  be  discovered  when  we  secure  the  results  of 
reading  tests  yet  to  be  administered  in  some  of  our  schools.  It 
is  reasonable  to  assume  these  children  do  have  Specific  Reading 
Disability  and  need  assistance  outside  of  their  regular  classes  in 
reading.  This  seems  most  imperative  when  one  realizes  that 
without  skill  in  reading  children  cannot  make  the  proper  pro- 
gress in  their  other  subjects. 

c.  In  expanding  our  two  high  schools  we  are  employing  a 
larger  staff  which  in  some  measure  provides  for  a  more  varied 
curriculum  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  all  the  boys  and  girls  in 
the  schools.  There  is  need,  however,  for  a  further  study  of  the 
curriculum  to  insure  that  it  is  properly  co-ordinated  in  all  its 
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departments.  This  is  a  natural  situation  in  a  period  of  expan- 
sion and  while  no  definite  answers  have  been  arrived  at  yet,  the 
Superintendent,  principals  and  faculties  are  working  on  this 
problem. 

The  role  of  the  Helping  Teacher  is  a  varied  and  interesting 
one.  The  response  from  school  boards,  principals,  teachers, 
parents,  children  and  community  organizations  has  been  most 
gratifying.
